To his Excellency ALEX. W. RANDALL, 
Governor of the State of Wisconsin: 


Sir :—By the Revised Statutes of the State, it would have 
been my duty to have submitted to you a report of all the con- 
cerns of the prison on the 80th of September last, but as the 
work we were then engaged at was in an incomplete state, and 
the amount at that time done Bifficult to ascertain with preci- 
sion, and as I knew I would be obliged to make out another 
report for the quarter ending Dec. 31st, 1859, in consequence 
of the expiration of my term of office at that period, 1 have 
taken the responsibility of doing both jobs at one time. 

A tabular statement of the financial affairs of the Institu- 
tion, together with the number of convicts now confined, the ` 
number discharged during the year by expiration of sentence, 
pardon, death, &c., will be found in another part of this report, 
by which it will be seen that there has been a diminution of 
crime during the year, if State Prison statistics can be relied 
upon,to substantiate such a fact. It also shows the gratifying 
truth that there has not been a conviction for murder in the 
first degree since my last report, which goes far, in my opinion, 
to establish the great humanizing fact that laws founded on the 
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precepts and principles of the Christian religion are as reliable 
for the safety of life and property as the adoption of the Jew- 
ish code. 

When I came in possession of this office, feeling my inexpe- 
rience and want of knowledge upon prison subjects, I took such 
measures to inform myself as 1 thought best adapted to obtain 
the object of my search, and among other means, during the 
first year of my administration, as I reported last winter, I 
visited the great body of the northern prisons, and during the 
last year I corresponded with every State Prison and Peniten- 
tiary in the United States upon the subject of holding a Na- 
tional Convention of Prison Officers and others interested in 
the reformation of the erring and guilty; and in the economi- 
cal administration of such institutions. I found that the plan 
was very generally approved of, and, accordingly, a convention 
was called, and met at the city of Philadelphia on the seventh 
of September last, which, considering it was the first of the 
kind ever held, was very fully attended. 

The whole subject connected with punishment for crime, 
reformation of the convict and the administration of prisons 
was very fully discussed for two days, and a society was there 
formed which is to meet annually for the purpose of interchang- 
ing opinions, suggesting improvements and adopting such plans 
as may be considered beneficial for the unfortunate prisoner 
and the welfare of society. The first meeting of the society 
is to be in the city of New York, in September, 1860. I was 
highly gratified to find the feeling of those longest conversant 
with the government of such institutions tended to the side of 
humanity and moderation in the management of prisoners. 

If I understood the feeling of the convention, it leaned, de- 
cidedly toward a repudiation of, punishment as such, and that 
opinion seemed to prevail that the whole system of imprison- 
ment for crime is based upon the law of self defence, and that. 
the State has no right to do more than protect the citizen, and 
that while he is thus engaged, it is her duty to elevate and re- 
form the offender. . 

While in Philadelphia I visited the Moyamensing Prison, a8 
also the Eastern Penitentiary of Pennsylvania, and obtained 
much valuable information, very much of which cannot be con- 
veyed to paper, especially in the confined limits of this Report. 
The Prisons of Pennsylvania, as I informed you in my last 
Annual Report, are on what is known as the Philadelphia or 
separate system, which is distinguished from the congregate 
system, which we have adopted, by confining each prisoner in 
a Separate cell, and keeping him there during-his confinement, 
doing his work within his room. This system is not properly 
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solitary, as I reported last year, for it is the duty of the offi- 
cers of the institution, especially the Chaplain, to visit each 
convict daily, and converse with them on moral, religious, and, 
I believe miscellaneous subjects. 

There are no prisoners in any institution where I have visited 
who are treated with more, if as much humanity, as those in« 
the prisons of the State of Pennsylvania, Expense is not 
taken into account as a pecuniary consideration in procuring 
the very best article of wholesome diet that can be bought in 
the market, Salted provisions, I believe, are not allowed, (X 
know they are not in the Alleghany City, or Western Peniten- 
tiary,) and only superfine wheat flour is permitted to be used 
in the prisons, ‘he clothing of the convict, even, shows the 
tendency to humanitory views, as it is a plain citizens dress, 
instead of the degrading stripe around the body, or the humili- 
ating parti-colgfed garments of other institutions. The convict 
is, also, necessarily freed from the shameful lockstep of our 
congregate system. The people of Pennsylvania, and especi- 
ally of the city of Philadelphia, have paid more attention to 
the subject of prison management than any other people. with 
whom 1 am conversant, and, to their honor, are not so much 
governed by the mercenary idea of “making the prison pay” 
m as elsewhere! They care more for saving men than 

ollars. 

The thought of keeping a man locked up in one room for a 
long term of years, seems dreadful, it is true, but the offender 
is shut off from the society of the vicious and from the scenes 
of vice, and surrounded only with as ennobling influences as a 
man deprived of his liberty can be, and has no society but that 
of the virtuous and good. ‘The length of their sentences in 
that State seems to be an anomaly in their general enlarged 
meme and humanitory feeling toward the sinful and unfortu- 
nate ! ‘ 
Some of their sentences for crimes against property are as 
long, I believe, as thirty years! I saw several who had been 
in confinement ten'and twelve years, and their terms were still 
unexpired ! 

Let thé sentence be changed from the present mode of con- 
finement for a given number of years to that of retention only, 
till a work of reformation proves itself to have taken place, and 
I prefer the separate to the congregate system; though, per- 
haps, the condition of the prisoner in Pennsylvania is to be 
attributed to the advanced state of outside society in the inves- 
tigation of these subjects as much as to the system there 
adopted. One other. deviation from their general advanced 
position in the treatment of prisoners is their denial to them 
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of newspaper reading. This is not peculiar to the separate 
system, nor to the State of Pennsylvania, as every prison with 
which l am acquainted forbids its convicts this great source of 
practical instruction, with the exception of our own, and I be- 
lieve they never were allowed it here till within the last two 
years! The reason generally given for withholding the news- 
paper from the convict is, that if aequainted with what is 
iranspiring in the outside world, the knowledge thus acquired 
might be used as a means of escape. I very much doubt the 
right of prison officers, or any other power, to cripple or dwarf | 
either the mind or body of a prisoner for the purpose of pre- 
venting his flight from confinement! i 
Even the libraries of the prisons consist, in too great a de- 

ree, of works written in a former century, and not calculated 

or the requirements of this age, but devoted to the propaga- 
‘tion of such theological dogmas and opinions às were prevalent 
at the time they were first published. 

To be brief, the whole system of prison discipline, and the 
prevailing idea in the public: mind with regard to the prisoner, 
as a-too general thing, isto place him in a position as antago- 
nistic as possible to-the laws and constitution of his being, 
and then keep him on the lowest priced food consistent with a 
good working condition of body, and see that he becomes pro- 
ductive property to the State. It is very melancholy to mix 
continually with two hundred of our most unfortunate fellow 
beings—to be conversant with the history of their lives, and 
the causes and hidden springs of their guilt-—to be made ac- 
quainted with their misdirected mental powers, and their moral 
and spiritual poverty—to feel and know their just claims 
upon society for kindness and love, for instruction, encourage- 
ment, hope and exaltation from their degraded positions; and 
go forth from their midst and mingle with the representative 
wisdom and intelligence of a great christian commonwealth, 
and hear very much inquiry about the profits of these brothers 
and sisters to the State, and so little— 80 exceedingly little — 
about their reformation from vice and ignorance, and their 
elevation to the social, moral, and religious virtues that are 80 
requisite to make them good and valuable citizens. 

. The first object to be attained by imprisonment for crime; is 
the protection of society against lawless violence. The power 
of the State to do this, of course, is a delegated power, and 
comes from the different individuals eomposing the body poli- 
tic. An individual has no right to hold another individual 
who has attacked him, as his slave, and take the product of 
labor for a greater length of time than it will require to make 
good the loss he has sustained. He has no right to punish 
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him at all, if we are.governed by Christian logic, and not by 
Hebrew jurisprudence! How, then, can a number of individ- 
uals delegate to a central power what they never possessed 
individually ? . 

They cannot, of course, and the whole system of punish- 
ment for crime 18 & usurpation and tyranny of the many and 
powerful over the few and weak. If it could be called a pro-: 
tection to society, then would the State have a legitimate right 
to punish; but as punishment is retaliatory and vindictive, it 
can only .produce like fruits— cruelty and revenge. It ig 
doubtful if any human being, child or adult was ever improved: 
by such means. B 

As I have before remarked, the next object of confinement. 
for crime is the reformation of the criminal, and as it is self- 
evident that reformation is the surest protection to society, 
this may well be considered the great and paramount ‘object of | 
our prison systems. e 

Have we adopted a system calculated to reform and elevate: 
the vicious and fallen? I believe it not only nof reformatory,. 
but quite the reverse; especially if, as in most prisons where~ 
the congregate system is adopted, the additional scheme of 
degradation —the contracting, or selling the convict for a num- 
ber of years to a speculator, is resorted to as a means of gain. 
In the whole routine of congregate prison life, the convict 
stripe, or parti-colored dress, the lock-step, the eternal silence 
imposed on social beings, the crushing consciousness of per- 
forming servile labor, all, allis debasing and humiliating, and not 
elevating or reformatory. As far as any reform is concerned, 
. it would be better for the State to abolish all laws for the pun- 
ishment 'of crime against preperty, raise a tax to make good 
the losses sustained by individuals, and thus get rid of the 
expense of sheriffs, policemen, courts, juries, transporting con- 
viets to State prison, and finally the immense cost of building 
and sustaining these institutions. 

have no doubt there would be as many bad men reformed 
under such a system as under our present mode; and I believe 
the expense to the State would be less. I spoke of a system 
of payment for convict labor in my last report, which may 
pass for original now, as few of our law-givers troubled them- 
selves to read it at the time. BEEN 

Ideny the power of the legislature to deprive a man of his 
liberty, for the commission of erime, longer than is necessary 
to protect society, which time can only be ascertained by a 
judicious investigation of the evidences of the convict’s repen- 
tance and determination to amend his life! He does not for- 
feit all his rights by the commission of a theft. He does not 
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sorfeit the right to his own labor; and when the State enacts 
-a aw to compel him to labor years for her benefit, or for that 
„of a speculating contractor, while his family is driven to pau- 
.perism, or crime, or both, then the State transcends her pow- 
ers, and commits a robbery on this individual as effectually as 
he had done on another. The State can have no such right, as 
- I have before remarked, because the. individuals from whom 
she received her power had no such rights themselves, when in 
a state of nature. It can only be justified by the barbarian’s 
practice of making slaves of such, as have offended hin, after 
-he has captured them in war. 

The person committing a crime gives evidence that from 
‚some cause—a bad education — “evil communication" — de- 
fective organization or lack of proper moral perceptions, he ig 
.somewhat dangerous to be at liberty until he can be further 
“instructed in the principles of moral government and the du- 
‘ties he owes to others, It is the duty of the State then, as 
«guardian of all the individuals comprising it, to take charge of 
shim, prevent him from the commission of another crime for the 
present, and teach him how to live honestly in the future. 

This can never be accomplished by an act of tyranny and 
injustice toward the offender on her part. To teach the crimi- 
nal justice, we must act justly in our dealings with him, else 
we only teach him that he is a party in a war of retaliation, 

and when he is liberated he will go forth to make reprisals on 
society for the wrongs he has sustained at its hands. 

Let the name of prison be changed, then, to that of industrial 
school; let profitable mechanical or other labor be furnished for 
all inmates of such institutions, and an account opened with 
each on his arrival at the places and pay him wages for all he 
does, deducting his board, clothing, medical attendance, dec, 
In fine, pay him all he earns above his keeping. Let the over- 
plus be reserved for him till he leaves, or sent to his family or 
friends, as he may direot. 

Next to this, in justice to the convict, would be an allowance 
for over-work after his regular day's work is finished. When 
this prison was first put in operation such was the practice, 
but the law afterwards enacted requires that “ All convicts 
sentenced to the punishment of hard labor in the said prison 
Shall be constantly employed for the benefit of the State." 

We have discharged many since I have been in charge of 
this institution, during the cold months of winter, with only a 
suit of clothes scarcely sufficient to protect them from the cold, 
and five dollars inmoney. Many of these men had been work- 
ing for years for the benefit of the State, building an edifice of 
which she will be proud for ages, and they were discharged 
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under these circumstances—with only this pittance to depend 
upon, in a dull season of the year, with the stigma of state 
prison upon them, and confronted at almost every corner by - 
men authorized by the State to entice them back into habits of 
intemperance, and, consequently, other crimes. 

I would entreat the legislature to look seriously at these 
things. I will say nothing now of those nurseries of crime 
which infest the land under the sanction of state authority, but 
would ask every legislator, individually, to ask himself, even if 
there were no dram-shops in the state, how a man sent.out 
under such circumstances can be expected to have his respect 
for the laws of the state strengthened, or his love for his fel- 
lows very much developed? : 

After this gross injustice is rectified, I would have all that 
is degrading in the rules and regulations of the institution 
removed and replaced by others that are ennobling and elevat- 
ing, a8 much as possible. 

What good is attained, for instance, in compelling one or 
two hundred human” beings, fitted by God with social organs, 
to supply an inherent want of their being, to spend days, and 
weeks, and months, and years, in each others” presence with- 
out the privilege of speaking in all that time? The thing 
is unnatural, and consequently vicious, and the law should 
be substituted by another, only forbidding improper or im- 
moral conversation. Social intercourse properly restricted, 
so that neither business, morals nor the safe-keeping of the 
prisoners is endangered, can have no other than a good effect, 
especially if the officer in charge has the intellectual, moral and 
religious qualifications requisite to fit him for his responsible 
position: l l 

As I have remarked, the Philadelphia, or separate system, 
has the advantage of ours in this particular, for though pris- 
oners are necessarily and purposely, debarred from conversa- 
tion with each other, still, their officers enter their rooms, which 
are large and comfortable, and converse with them familiarly 
and freely on all proper subjects. 

In prisons conducted on the congregate system, the convict 
is neither allowed to speak to his fellows nor keeper, save to 
the latter on business. Were this strictly enforced, which I 
have not done, I can conceive of nothing in our rigid prison 
discipline more crushing and benumbing to the mental faculties. 

The following copy of a law that is in force in several of the 
states, I recommended through your Excellency, in my last 
report, for adoption here, and the State Prison Committee also, 
in their report, advised its enactment, but the members of the 
en a body, failed to have their attention drawn to 
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2 it, and it was not acted upon. I quote from the law now in 
force in Iowa: “The deputy warden shall keep a daily record 
of the conduct of each convict, and if, at the end of the first 
month, any one has no infraction of the rules of discipline 
recorded against him, his term of sentence shall be diminished 
one day; at the end of the second month, if no infraction is 
recorded against him, two additional days of diminution are 
made; for the third month of such continued good behavior, 
three days of diminution; and for the fourth, four days; and 
four days for each subsequent month of such continued good 
behavior," doc. 

Any subsequent bad conduct, I believe, works a forfeiture of 
former credits, if, in the opinion of the presiding officer or offi- 
cers, the fault is thought sufficiently serious. 

I would hope, for the sake of the prisoner, that such a law 
would be enacted, as it would be a great encouragement for 
good conduct on his part, and thus by habituating himself to 
Self restraint and propriety of conduot, he will be better fitted 
to encounter the temptations of the outer world when he be- 
comes a freeman. Several other recommendations made last 
winter, which failed to attract the attention of the legislature, 
I venture to propose again, hoping they will receive such con- 
sideration as they deserve. 

The appointment of a moral instructor, to be with the pris- 
oner continually, to keep a school at stated. times, where the 
rudiments of the English language could be taught, and to 
impress upon the mind of the misdirected convict the inevitable 
consequences of wrong doing, and the relation he bears to his 
Maker, and all else, would be, in my opinion, a very salutary 
movement, 

The law provides for the appointment of a chaplain, and we 
have had a very efficient minister in the person of Rev. SAMUEL 
SMITH, who preaches once every Sunday, and converses with 
the prisoners severally in their cells. 

The prisoner is necessarily in his cell, during the winter, 
a large proportion of his time, and it is nearly all during the 
hours of darkness, which is not only a painful punishment, but 
certainly detrimental to both physical and moral health. I 
have taken the responsibility, during my administration, of 
furnishing oil for light, in each cell, till eight o’clock every 
evening, from the 20th of September till the 20th of March, 
but this is quite expensive, and I would again call your atten- 
tion to the propriety of erecting gas-works in the yard. In 
addition to cell lights there is much other necessity for this in- 
dispensable artiele, and the whole taken together forms no 
inconsiderable item of expense. Gas works, I am informed, 
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would cost no more than about fifteen hundred dollars, and the 
interest on this sum, and necessary repairs on machinery, 
would be less than it now costs for lights, and as the number of 
convicts increases the expense, of course, will be greater, 

With a smal] outlay for pipe, the village, in part, might be : 
supplied with light, and this would bring in a revenue to 
defray the expenses of running the works. 

Prisoners frequently bring money with them at the time of 
their commitment (generally small sums) which, by the 46th 
section of chapter 188, of the Revised Statutes, the Commis- 
sioner is obliged to preserve and restore to them when dis- 
charged, “unless otherwise ordered by the judge of the circuit 
court of Dodge county." The convict frequently wishes the 
money to be paid over to his friends, or laid out for his own 
use, and it is quite an inconvenicnce to get the judge’s order 
to pay itover. Why this power is conferred on the judge of 
Dodge county is difficult to pereieve, as he can possibly know 
nothing of the circumstances, save what he may learn of the 
Commissioner. 

The repeal of this section would be proper and right. 

Your attention is again called to a provision of the Consti- 
tution of the State, which prohibits any person convicted of 
treason or felony, voting at any election, unless restored to 
civil rights. 

To thus condemn an offending brother to punishment for life 
—to send him forth like Cain, with the mark of infamy on his 
forehead, never to be obliterated, save by an act of executive 
mercy, or legislative action, seems more fitted for past centuries 
than this! How can we expect a man to lead an honest life, 
when condemned to perpetual degradation and shame? Is it 
yet to be established in America, that slavery and debasement 
are the parents of ignorance and crime? Is not villain, which 
in feudal times only meant a serf, or person of a degraded 
caste, now understood to signify a rogue? . Have we not a race 
in our midst, on whose manhood the crushing weight of our 
mighty government rests, and who are proscribed and degraded 
by our prejudices as well, and have they not become proverbial 
for a lack of moral character? 

These things belong to history, and yet in the noonday of 
the nineteenth century our people have established a constitu- 
tion depriving an érring or criminal man of his natural rights 
for life, and dooming him to an existence of ignominy and in- 
famy! I hope the attention of the legislature will be called to 
this subject, and that measures will be instituted to have this 
clause stricken from the constitution. 

I still insist that punishment in the State Prison, at hard

labor, is wrong in principle and bad in its consequences, 
Labor is a necessity of our nature and is really a virtue which 
should be encouraged and fostered, and not made a punishment 
and degradation, Freemen will scarcely think well of an em- 
ployment designed for slaves in one part of the union and made 
à punishment for crime in another. 

In my last report, I advised your Excellency of a claim in 
favor of the prison against the United States, for boarding, 
clothing, guarding, and medical attendance of United States 
prisoners, which, up to that time, after deducting credits, 
amounted to $2,268 57. It was my impression then, which I 
got from the late United States Marshal, and from a letter 
which he furnished me from the Hon. A. G. MILLER, Judge 
of the United States District Court; that he, the judge, was 
opposed to the allowance of the claim, and writing under that 
impression, I think I did that gentleman some injustice. Since 
Marshal Tuomas’ death, I received a letter from Judge Mir- 
LER requesting me to call on and see him on the subject, which 
1 did, and found him only anxious to have the bills made out in 
the proper form, because he knew that if they were not they 
would not be allowed at the department at Washington. 

Under his direction, and with his kind assistance, Ismade 
out the bills again, dating to the 80th June, 1859. These were 
sent to Washington, and in a few weeks, I received the follow- 
ing letter from the Treasury Department, from which it will be 
seen there was still a little informality in one of the bills. 
With Judge MiLLER'S assistance, I rectified this, and also 
made an account from the first of July to the 15th of Novem- 
ber, inclusive, amounting to $543 88, and in all, to the sum of 
$3,296 24. You will see by the annexed letter, that this sum 
will be paid either to the State Treasurer or to my successor, 
in a short time.

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-This bill has been certified and verified by you without giv- 
ing any other date than Dec. 31, 1858. Before this can be 
acted upon, the dates of the commitments of each prisoner or 
convict to the Penitentiary, must be verified from the records 
of the Penitentiary, supported by your oath as Warden. 

Another bill accompanying the foregoing, for maintenance of 
convieis from January 1, 1859, to June 30, 1859, amounting to 
$484 29, has also been submitted, duly verified; but before 
acting upon either of the.foregoing bills, I would suggest that 
it is advisable for you to make out your bill from July 1, up to 
and including Nov. 15, 1859, the date of the present Marshal’s - 
qualification, and transmit the same to Judge MILLER for his 
examination and certificate, with a request that when so exam- 
ined and certified, he will be pleased to forward 1t to this office, 
so that all the bills due the Penitentiary, prior to Nov. 16, 
1859, may. be embraced in one settlement. . 

The amount of money found due the State on such bills will 
be remitted directly to SAMUEL D. Hasrinas, Esq., the Trea- 
gurer of the State, unless itis shown that you have the com- 
petent authority to receive and receipt for the amount coming 
tothe State. If the Governor or Secretary of State shall cer- 
tify that you are the properly and legally competent officer to 
. receive and receipt for the same, on behalf of the State, then 
the amount will be remitted to you.

From the amount of $2,016, spoken of in the foregoing 
letter, the sum of $647 43 must be taken for credits for monies 
received by former Commissioners, and accounted for, for work 
done by convicts on contract. This will make the sum agree 
with the amount I have given, viz. $3,296 24. There is still 
a balance of $184 due since the 15th of November last, which 
my successor should include in his bill on the 30th of June, 
1860, "The whole amount up to Dec. 31st, 1859, is $3,480 24. 
I will here state that this thing, which has occupied so much 
time in getting straight, is now in its proper routine, for which 
Judge MILLER should have the credit, and my successors will 
have no trouble in the future getting these bills allowed. Be- 
fore leaving this subject, I will state that there will be $1,250, 
coming from that source during the year 1860, and which may 
be calculated fairly upon to help defray the current expenses 
of that year. 

I called your attention, last winter, to the fact that we had. 
no hospital, save a small room not more than sufficient to ac- 
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commodate six patients, and that in case of an epidemic, the 
. sick convicts would certainly be in a suffering condition. We 
want, also, a dining room, and a building of two stories high 
would answer for both purposes. A sewer is still needed, to 
carry the accumulating filth to the river. A committee of the 
legislature can take these and other subjects into consideration, 
and estimate the propriety and cost of such constructions. 

The work on the south end of the prison wall, will be com- 
menced, probably, early in the spring, and I again will remind 
the legislature that our south line is not quite forty feet from 
the south wing of the prison, and quite too near for a wall— 
besides the owners of the land adjoining can build close to the 
wall and, from their upper windows, converse with prisoners in 
the yard, or even in their cells, or could convey to them any 
articles whatever. Ibis quite necessary to have a small strip 
of land adjoining our south line. If the expense is an objec- 
tion, I would remind the legislature that a strip of equal width 
could be spared from the north side of the prison grounds, and 
laid out into village lots, which ought to sell for more than the 
parcel to be purchased. 

There were a quantity of block stone purchased last winter, 
for the purpose of cutting into proper shape for the north wing 
of the prison, and for the further purpose of keeping the pris- 
oners busy through the winter. I made an estimate, in my last 
report of the quantity received at that time, and appropriation 
made for the payment; but thirty-four cords were delivered 
afterwards, before 1 was aware of the fact, being at Madison 
much of the time, which I have not paid for but made use of 
during the summer. The price of the stone is $842 26, which 
it will be necessary’ for the legislature to make an appropria- 
tion for. I have also contracted for fifty cords more for work- 
ing this winter, after consulting Mr. Ha, my successor, on 
the subject. I would, also, ask an appropriation for these 
stone. We have opened à quarry on the prison grounds, but 
larger sized stone is wanted than we find there, which made 
rar n necessary. The fifty cords will amount. to 

200. 

There are now in the Prison Library 897 volumes of books, 
all badly worn, Last winter there was no appropriation for 
library purposes, and I cannot recommend too urgently the im- 
portance of keeping the prison supplied with a stock of inter- 
esting books of a progressive and moral character, All the 
prisoners who can read at all, are very anxious to have the 
books, and those who cannot, are anxious to learn.  Punish- 
ment is doubly bitter to sit in a cell 8 1-2 ft. by T, twelve 
hours out of twenty-four with nothing to keep.the mind em- 
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ployed at. I hope you will call the attention of the legislature 
to the subject. at i 

There was an appropriation made by the legislature .at 
its last session, for State Prison purposes, of the sum of $49,-

I have expended the building appropriation upon the wall, 
exclusively, for reasons which I now submit: The old yard 
was too small for the purposes of shops, air, &c., for an estab- 
lishment such as this prison will be when the north wing will 
be built and the cells filled. 

Accordingly, the new wall had to be built outside of the old 
fence, which made it necessary to take the convicts outside in 
an open field to work. Here they were, consequently less safe 
than inside the fence, and we had to put on a stronger guard 
force than otherwise. 

The danger of escape was also made greater by the knowl- 
edge among the convicts, that as soon as this wall should be 
finished, hope would be cut off of an escape entirely. To these 
considerations I also added the fact that by dividing our force 
we must still have an augmentation of guard power, already 
expensive, and, probably, not be able to do as much labor in 
the pegregate as though we concentrated our energies on one 
work. AS 

Under this view of the case I thought it prudent to put the 
prison in à safe condition first, and have the shops built after- 
wards, knowing that it would be less expensive in the end. 
We have finished of this-wall 864 ft. It averages six feet be- 
low the surface and is twenty feet high above, making twenty- 
six feet of masonry in heighth. There is an octagon or tower 
on each corner ten feet in diameter and rising eleven feet above 
the wall forming an excellent guard-house. Two of these oc- 
tagons, which are of cut stone, are finished. The foundation 
is finished the entire length of the north and west sides of the 
yard, being a distance of 1,060 feet, and the wall is raised nine 
de Os this fcr one hundred and eleven feet from thé finish- 
ed wall. E ’ 

The foundation beneath the surface is five feet thick, and the | 
wall is four feet thick at the surface and two feet at the top. 
It is surmounted by eut coping stone three feet wide and four 
Inches thick. An iron railing surmounts -each side of this 
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coping to protect the guard from falling. We quarried the 
stone in the yard and bought only the lime, sand, teaming and 
extra guarding necessary. By this means we have been able 
to do much more work than we could possibly have done, had 
we been obliged to purchase the stone. 

In estimating the labor done on this wall I valued the stone 
at six dollars per cord, which is as low as we could have got 
that quality, I believe. We could have got them a little less, 
but they would have been of an inferior quality compared with 
these. The estimated expense of the wall will be found in the 
table of offsets to current expenses. 

Before giving the statistical tables I will take occasion to 
say, and I take much pleasure in saying it, that there was only 
one attempt to escape during the year, though we have been 
working in an open field the most of the time. This man got 
off about half a mile and was re-taken.. I made an examina- 
tion into the circumstances of the escape and found there was 
culpable negligence on the part of three of my officers whom T 
discharged on the spot. I can also say, that I never saw bet- 
ter behavior among the same number of men employed on any 
publie work than 1 have witnessed during the last season among 
the convicts in this prison. They have been orderly and peace- 
ful, as a very general thing, and as industrious as though paid 
for their labor. For fear of being misunderstood, and for the 
purpose of calling your attention more closely to the subject, 
though I have spoken of it before, I will say that I consider it of 
the utmost importance to make the prison a paying institution if 
that can be done without doing injustice to the convict. That 
this justice cannot be done when we take all his labor for his 
clothing and victuals I feel very confident. I would that some 
method might be instituted whereby he may have what he earns 
over his keeping. I have endeavored to keep the expenses of 
the prison at as low a figure as possible, consistent with the 
health and comfort of the convict, and cannot look back upon 
any act where I have failed in looking to the good of the State 
in all my business and financial transactions, and in this, as 
wellasin my appointments to places under me, I am aware I 
have incurred the displeasure of the selfish and hungry expect- 
ants of offices and contracts. Before suspending remarks, I 
will say as I did in my last Report, that I owe very much to 
Hon. James Gippines, my late very efficient deputy. His 
untiring industry has taken much from my labors, his honesty 
and integrity has strengthened my faith in humanity, and the 
wisdom of his counsels has sustained me in the most difficult 
of my trials. May God prosper him! 

Tam happy to say that [ have been assisted and sustained 
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by all the officers under me, they-having been, I believe, with- 
out exception; faithful in the discharge of all their dutiés, and 
vigilant at all.times for the interests of the institution and. the 
State, . ui ate e ME A 

I will say here, what I intended to have said before, that for 
the same reasóns I did not build a shop, T.also neglected to do 
as much as IL. had intended in the cooper-shop, as well as to get 
the busineks of: bróom making inaugurated. l 

Anxiety.to et, ás much wall finished as possible, and not 
knowing whether these plans would accord with my successor’s 
views or not, will be my only excuse for my course. We planted 
and raised two or three acres of bróom-corn, but the season 
was not favorablé and the crop was poor.

I will make no recommendation for appropriations for build. 
ing purposes more than I have mentioned, and to say that it 
appears to be indispensable to finish the prison-wall, which is 
now considerably more than half done, and with the stone on 
hand can, I think, be finished for about four thousand dollars, 
Of this, as well as regards all other matters connected with 
prison improvements, the State Prison Committee and the 
Commissioners can make more accurate calculations than I am 
now able to do. =

The stone for the first sum is now cut and'on hand, ready to 
put in the building whenever the State thinks proper to erect 
it. There is now, I am informed by the Superintendent of 
stone-sheds, about half the wall-stone necessary for the build- 
ing ready cut, and about ds ee the amount required for 
pier-stone, or cell-block stone. Though these stone are to be 
paid for now, the sum cannot, properly, be called indebtedness, 
as it is only buying materials in advance, which is still on hand 
and not consumed, l 

That the Legislature may fully understand this, I will again 
explain that it is difficult, during the winter months, to keep all 
the prisoners busy; and it was thought prudent, last winter, 
to go to this expense for that purpose. We have been very 
busy this summer with the wall; and the stone in our own 
quarry, for three feet from the surface, are too thin for this 
purpose, consequently we have none suitable. I foresaw the 
want of a small amount early in the fall, but felt diffident 
about contracting for them, as I knew I would not have control 
during the winter. Since my successor has visited me, I have 
consulted him on this subject, as well as my Deputy, and we 
came to the 'conclusion that it would be prudent to buy them. 
I think when our own quarry shall have been opened to a suffi- 
cient depth, as good stone can be found there as elsewhere. 

The current expense account for the ensuing year will not, 
probably, differ much from that of the year closing, though 
there are twenty convicts less than were at the time of my last 
report.

For health of priseners and deaths during the year, I will 
refer you to the Physician’s report; and will here acknowledge 
that our very excellent Chaplain left a report with me also, 
which I have carelessly mislaid, and as he does not live in the 
neighborhood, it cannot be replaced. All other information 
connected with the Institution will, I believe, be found in the 
very full tables following, for which I am indebted to the care, 
industry and accuracy of SELAN MATTHEWS, Esq., one of our 
office guards. To give an idea of what the prisoners have 
done, as an offset to the current expense account, I annex the 
following estimate of all the work done in the prison, except 
that done for the use of convicts, or the necessary labor about 
the prison. The work on the wall has been estimated by com- 
petent judges; and in the prices of work in shops, except the 
stone-shop, I have included stock, as that was charged against 
current expense.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT 
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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


In presenting my Annual Report of the inmates of the Wis- 
consin State Prison for the past year, I would state, the general 
health of the prisoners has been good, notwithstanding the 
number that were laboring under incipient disease on their ad- 
mission, ‘There have bug two deaths occurred during the year. 


ist. A white man, aged 45, received in a broken down con- 
dition—his disease was chronic inflammation of the bowels. 


2d. A young man, aged 19, died of Typhoid Pneumonia. 


The cases of disease that have occurred, have generally been 
of a mild character, and I am happy to state, there is a contin- 
ued improvement in the general health of the establishment, as 
exhibited in there being a less number under treatment than 
during the same period last year. This is due, in a measure, 
to the physical condition of the prisoners in proper regard to 
cleanliness, diet, exercise, and suitable employment. 

There are two insane prisoners (as per last Report) who are 
under sentence for life. They remain about the same as last 
year, without any visible improvement, Their vicious habits 
will not permit them to labor in safety with other convicts— 
necessity compels them to be confined in their cells. When- 
ever an Insane Asylum is completed in our State, it is hoped 
they can be transferred from their present position, where they 
can have the advantages of treatment, that present circum- 
stances make it impossible to give. 

There is one thing which I think solicits particular attention, 
that is a thorough sewerage for the Prison. Where from two

to three hundred prisoner's buckets are emptied daily into a 
vault near the surface, with all the other necessary filth that 
must accrue, is it strange that it should impregnate the ground, 
the air that is breathed, and even the water that is drank ? 

We are plainly shown by the most convincing evidences, that 
the most prevalent and dreadful scourges of the present day, 
have a direct connection with the deleterious and offensive 
odors, that escape from the filth that is allowed to fester near 
the surface, without a proper conveyance underground from the 
place of its deposit. In case of any epidemic prevailing, it 
must of necessity prove detrimental as a great storehouse of 
disease, not only to the prisoners and officers, but to the inhab- 
itants of the surrounding country. Commissioner McGraw 
has repeatediy urged the necessity of a thorough drainage of 
the Prison yard, to the Committees that have visited the Pris- 
on, and it seems if any one thing is necessary for the health of 
both the convicts and the officers, it is the construction of a 
proper sewer, for carrying off the filth and offal that at present 
is deposited in the Prison yard. 

In presenting these views, it is hoped, should a Committee 
be appointed to visit the Prison, they will take into considera- 
tion the sanitory condition and it gill receive from the Legisla- 
ture the attention its importance demands. 

lt gives me much pleasure to say that the officers of the 
Prison have at all times manifested much zeal in carrying cut 
any measure for the improvement of the sick, and have at all 
times tried to promote the comfort of those under their imme-
